Manager of Local Orange Packing 


Concern Believes That a Small 
Orange Acreage, Combined with 
Chicken Raising, Is a Profitable 
Undertaking. 


C. E. Crawford, manager of the Co- 


vina Orange Growers' Association, is 
one Covina man who believes that the 
raising of oranges on limited acreage 
and production of eggs can be combined 
•with success. Mr. Crawford is publish- 
ing pamphlets explaining how the com- 
bination can be worked and citing cases 
in which the idea is a proven financial 
success. 
Here are some instances he 


cites: 


"Take Ed. Insley of Covina, night

that has not among its advertisements from a few inches to a 
solid page of space heralding some so-called new discovery in 
the realm of thought and mental capacities. 


Much, if not all, of this propaganda is founded upon scientific

TO BE R^ADY IN FEBRUARY NEXT

Work Being Rushed on Concrete Structure That 


Winter Floods Can't Wash Out 


Before the February storms fill tho 


dry channel of tho San Gabriel with a 
roaring flood thie state highway com- 
mission hopes to have completed a new 
and substantial bridge across the San 
Gabriel on the Foothill boulevard. Work 
is now being rushed at the utmost 
possible speed to get the great concrete 
piers in place before the first of the 
storm water comes from the hills and. 
barring misfortune from tho weather, 
it is believed that tho new $165,000 
structure will be thrown open to travel 
about the first of February. 


According to tho highway commis- 


sion, the completion of tho structure 
will mean a great deal to Southern 
California motorists. 


The old wopdon bridge over the San 


Gabriel on the Foothill boulevard was 
a very flimsy structure, and has been 
out of commission part of the; time al- 
most every winter. 
The new bridge 


will not parallel tho old structure, but 
is located almost half a mile below tho 
old one. The state highway engineers 
found that by cutting a new road 
diagonally across the brush lands from 
the western end of the extension of 
Center street in Azusa to meet the 
Foothill boulevard again at a point 
about a thousand feet west of the junc- 
tion with the Fish canyon road that 


they could eliminate two right angle 
turns in the boulevard, 
shorten 
the 


route, and allow tho new bridge to 
cross tho river channel at right angles. 
All three of these things are very de- 
sirable from an engineering standpoint, 
and the matter of securing tho now 
route for the road was an easy one. 


The twenty piers that will support 


the new bridge find their footings thirty 
feet below the stream bed. A huge 
steam shovel, tho'biggest in the west, 
scoops out the excavations for the piers 
at the rate of one a day. The com- 
pleted bridge will bo 1004 feet in 
length, with a roadway twenty-one feet 
in width. 
Tho location of tho new 


bridge also permits taking advantage 
of the work the Santa Fe railroad has 
done to confine the river within as nar- 
row a channel as possible. 


This is the second bffidge the state 


highway commission has built across 
the San Gabriel in Los Angeles county. 
The Eio Hondo bridge, built last year 
on the coast route to 8an Diego, cost 
$84,000. 
With tho El Monte bridge 


completed last spring, the finishing of 
the new Foothill boulevard bridge will 
give three substantial crossings over 
tho San Gabriel that ought to insure 
uninterrupted travel even in timo of the 
heaviest floods.

Men Inspect Site of 


Proposed Dam Project 


A party consisting of Congressman 


Walter F. Lineber'gor, County Flood 
Engineer J. W. Koagan and members 
of the board of directors of the asso- 
ciated chambers of commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley spent Saturday and 
Sunday going over the proposed survey 
shortly to be made in connection with 
the projected building of the $25,000,- 
000 flood control dam in the San Gabriel 
canyon. 


Acting upon the request of the asso- 


ciated chambers of commerce directors, 
the county supervisors have already 
apportioned sufficient funds for a com- 
plete preliminary survey, which will 
include determination of distances to 
bedrock, contour maps, etc. 


For years the engineers of the county 


have been scheming to do away with 
the annual flood damage of tho San 
Gabriel river, and have finally deter- 
mined the only feasible plan is through 
building of a huge dam in the canyon, 
whereby the flood waters can be retain- 
ed and checked during the winter season 
and used the following summer, thus 
not only doing away with flood menace 
to hundreds of ranches in the valley 
below during the rainy season, but pro- 
viding cheap and abundant water for 
irrigating during the summer. The $25,- 
000,000 dam would, incidentally, cause 
the formation of a six-mile-lbrig lake 
in the canyon and would bring into 
being a new world of pleasure resorts.

During 1919 and 1920 it became evi- 


dent to tho officials of the Linclon high- 
way association that the need for stim- 
ulating interest in highway develop- 
ment no longer existed, because of the 
then country-wide demand for more and 
better highways and the unprecedented 
provision of funds for their construc- 
tion. 


Their thought then turned to com- 


prehensive specifications and more dur- 
able construction, the need for insuring 
safety and convenience to 
highway 


users, and the protection and amplifi- 
cation, where possible, of the existing 
natural beauties of the roadside. Thus 
the "ideal section" of the Lincoln 
highway, one and one-half miles in 
length, between Dyer and Scher'erville, 
Ind., 32 miles from. Chicago, was con- 
ceived. 


In order to avail itself of ideas from 


every section of the country the asso- 
ciation mailed 4600 questionaires to 
highway engineers in public employ and 
to college professors requesting sugges- 
tions as to specifications and design. 
A summary of the replies was used as 
the basis of discussion by a technical 
committee of highway engineers and 
authorities, appointed by the associa- 
tion to serve without pay in determin- 
ing the essentials of the general speci- 
fications and requirements. 


The technical committee unanimously 


decided that the pavement should be 
Portland cement concrete mixture, of 
10-inch uniform thickness on a crowned 
sub-fonnation jrith reinforcing metal 
imbedded. 


The cominittee considered concrete 


the least expensive of the several more 
durable pavements now in use. 
If 


properly laid it can be used for many 
years, and if its surface ever wears 
so that it is undesirable as a riding 
surface, it may be resurfaced with con- 
crete, asphalt or brick. 
This practice 


has successfully been demonstrated. 


It is generally admitted that other 


types of pavement for main highways 
should have a concrete base to insure 
the integrity of the surface, whatever 
the type. The initial cost of the con- 
crete type, as thus far developed, being 
lower than that of any other type of 
surfacing on a concrete base, plus its 
comparatively low maintenance cost, 
plus its freedom from slipperiness in
